Crisp Declares Ever-In- 
creasing Issues of Tax- 
Exempt Securities Tend 
to Stagnate Industry.

Washington, December 19.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Repre- 
sentative Charles R. Crisp, of Geor- 
gia, today on the floor of the house, 
delivered a strong argument in favor 
of the proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution which would prohibit further 
issues of tax exempt sceurities, The 
measure is expeeted to reach a vote 
Wednesday, and due to the necessity 
of a two-thirds majority for passage 
of all constitutional amendments out- 
come is said to be doubfful. 

Members of the Georgia delegation 
are divided on the proposal, Repre- 
eentatives Wright, Larsen and Up- 
shaw having expressed themselves in 
sympathy with the views of Judge 
Crisp, with Congressmen Bell, Vin- 
son and Lankford expected to vote 
against the amendment. 

In the event the proposal passes 
both houses of congress by the re- 
quired two-thirds majority it will be 
referred to the several! states for rat- 
ification. 

Growth of Practice. 

Quoting figures from the treasury 
department to show that $1,300,000,- 
000 werth of these bonds were issued 
this year, with the traffic increas- 
ing annually, Representative Crisp | 
emphasized the importance of putting 
a stop to the practice before the) 
country’s supply of capital is tied up| 
in idle investments. He also stressed | 
the amount of revenue lost by the} 
federal government from iaiiiention| 
non-taxable bonds, declaring the figure 
had been estimated at $300,000,000 
gearly, 

The most detrimental] effect of the 
enormous issues of tax exempt bonds 
and securities, Judge Crisp described 
as the stagnktion-it tends to create in 
industrial development. explaining 
that capital naturally sought those 
fields of investment which guaranteed 
a stated income, Such an investment 
is always found in tax-exempt secur- 
ities, he said. 

“Tax-exempt securities | 
business,” Mr. Crisp declared. “They! 
put a premium on idleness; they with-| 
draw money from the necessary in- 
dustrial and business channels of the 
eountry. In my judgment they make 
people pay more for the necersaries | 
of life, and really add indirectly to! 
the high cost of living.” 

Explains Pesition. 

Explaining his reasons for taking| 
that position the Georgia congress- 
man said that when railroads and 
other public enterprises need money 
for betterments and developments they 
go into the market and compete with 
tax-exempt securities. 

“The man with money to loan Is 
going to loan it where it pays him the 
most,” he said, adding: “He gets 
more from a 5 per cent tax free mu- 
nieipal bond than-he does from a 10) 
or 12 per cent taxable loan if he is 
a man of large fortune. Therefore, 
if the railroads get the money neces- 
sary for their development they must 
pay a high rate of interest, which 
tends to keep up high freight and 
passenger rates.” 

Judge Crisp said what applied to 
the railroads applied to other lines 
of industry.

Wner.e came this generation of 
(jermans, such as it was when Wil- 
liam II. ascended the throne, such 
a8 it still remains in 1922, scarcely 
changed for the better by the merit- 
ed disgrace of the misfortune which 
brought about its defeat? 

In the pages of his rapid survey 
\* Cannot probe, much less solve, 
th. preblem of whether the univer- 
sities of Germany or her barracks 

sre the eradle of her haughty pride, 
intoxication and collective madness, 
that ineurable disease which killed 
Germany after having sought to in- 
feet the entire worla—whether it was 
born solely of the teachings of Ger- 
ian philosophers or was the child of 
events, This is not a psychological 
study, even of human beings in col- 
lective movement; a profound study 
of that sort would require another 
method of treatment. Nevertheless, 
it ma ybe stated that two causes 
contributed toward facilitating the 
blossoming of these generations of 
Germans. alike hot-headed, violent, 
rebellious against all lessons from out- 
side, refractory to all influences from 
foreign lands. 

Prussia was a poor and mediocre 
kingdom, unable to live despite the 
fact that it had the determination to 
live. ambitious to spread beyond it- 
self, and, consequently, beyond its 
frontiers, Its struggles were like 
those of a prisoner who, unable yet

And thus it was that the Prussian 
state was created not, like other 
states, for the advantage of those 
whom it governed, but for its own ad- 
vantage; for the purpose of swallow- 
ing up everything into itself, to put 
the matter in a nutshell—individual 
human beings as well as material 
things. The state is everyth

And hate was 
preached also against France from 
the very beginning of the eighteenth 
century, even though, at that time, 
France had been so uselessly favor- 
able to Frederick and to Prussia by 
means of her eighteenth century phil- 
osophy! Aand hate was preached, 
above all, against liberating revolu- 
tions which entomb the old-time re- 
spect felt by peoples for authority. 
Germany stood above everything! 
Amid such influences the genera 
tions of Germans grew up from the 
beginning of the nineteenth century. 
The process of concentration worked 
slowly, being checked by a vague lib- 
eralism emanating from Konigsburg, 
whence sounded the voice of Kant, 
and from the lofty thoughts of 
Geothe. The various German states 
did not resemble each other and, 
though similarities of mind and race 
drove them together despite this, 
there was lacking, nevertheless, a 


strong bond of union; moreover, the 
mentality of the inhabitants of these 
different states was not that of the 
Prussians. In other words, the time 
for the fusion was at hand, but not 
the powerful and crushing mould in 
which it was to be accomplished. 

For this unity—the great dream of 
Frederick II.—what, was needed was 
a basic interest and the man capable 
of serving it. ‘The true heir of the 
great king was not destined to be 
born upon the steps of the throne; 
the formidable and fateful genius was 
destined to come, however; thot gen- 
ius who possessed what every one of 
the others lacked—wall-power. 

This master of events appeared in 
1862. His name was Bismarck. He 
it was who was destined to complete 
by “blood and iron” the work begun 
by the Great Elector in the seven- 
teenth century, and continued, in the 
eighteenth, by Frederick II. It was 
Bismarck who was to force into a 
reality the aspirations of German in- 
tellectuals toward national unity.

PREMIER OF CHINA 


Military Leader Takes Celes- 
tial Reins With Approval 
of Parliament. 


Peking, December 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—General Chang 
Shao Tseng, the military leader, has 
been appointed premier with the ap- 
proval of parliament. His selection, 
which was supported by General Tsao 
Kun, is believed to indicate the in- 


tention of the military party to re- 
sume control of China. 
The Chinese newspapers published 


reports to the effect that President } 


Li Yuan Hung will soon retire and 
that General Tsao Kun will take his 
place. Another report says that Tsao 
Kun, ‘with the backing of Genera) 
Chang Tsao Lin, is preparing hostil- 
ities against General Wu Pei Fy 
for early spring with the purpose of 
placing the pending government com- 
pletely in the hands of the militarists. 

The appointment of Chang Shao 
Tseng to the premiership is declared 
to be a concerted move of the militar- 
ists to regain control. 

General Tsao Kun has effected an 
alliance ‘with General Chang Tsao 
Lin, the Manchurian war lord, whose 
army is provided ‘vith modern weap- 
ons and ample supplies. ‘As an ally 
of Tsao Kun the Manchurian forces 
are said to be! prepared to start a 
campaign against General Wu _ Pei 


The latter announces that he is 
ready ‘to open hostilities in an effort 
to save China from falling into the 
hands of the militarists. 

President Li” Yuan Hung. attrib- 
utes the collapse of his \hopes of 
unifying China to the military group. 

Succeeds Wang. 

General Chang Shao Tsong. suc- 
eeeds Wang Ta Hsieh as premier of 
China. The latter was designated 
by President Li Yuan Hung as act- 
ing premier earlier this month in a 
ministry supplanting that headed by 
Wang Chung Hui. General Chang, 
who became military governor of Sui 
Yuan Cheng in 1912, has not ocen- 
pied a prominent place in Chinese af- 
fiars for several years.

Immigration Measure Told 
of Persecutions. 


Washington, December 19.—Color- 
ful stories of the privations and per- 
secutions suffered by Christians in 


Turkey were told beforé the house 
immigration committee today, in sup- 


port of the White bil!, proposing to 
admit certain classes of Near East 
refugees into the United States. 

One of those who testified was 
Eliza Spakinian, herself a_ refugee, 


whose flight was stopped at Ellis 
Island. Released on bond by the im- 
migration authorities, <M came to 
Wasbington and, between Sobs, related 
how she-had been carried into cap- 
tivity by the Turks, how her near rel- 
atives all had been killed one by one, 
and how she had made her way to 
America, only to find the door closed 
in her face. 

George Horton, who was American 
consuk at Smyrna during the recent 
Greco-Turkish hostilities in that re- 
gion, confirmed many of the asser- 
tions “made by other witnesses re- 
garding the tribulations of the Chris- 
tian minorities in Turkey. He said 
he» was speaking wholly for himself 
and not as a representative of the 
state department, but could not refrain 
from saying a werd for those who had 
suffered so patiéatly in the Near 
East. When one committee member 
suggested that the refugees had oc- 
eupied a district fertile in natural re- 
saureces and should be sent back there 
to work out their own salvation, Mr. 
Iforton replied: 

“For God’s sake don’t do that. You 
would be sending them to their death.” 

Representatives of the Near East 
relief, the Federal Council of Churches, 
the Young Men’s Christian association 
and the Young Women’s Christian as- 
sociation were among others who ap- 
peared to ask for passage of the bill 
which would admit only near relatives 
of American citizens among the refu- 
gees and whose provisions would ex- 
tend only until June 30, 1924.
